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EXECUTIVE  SUMMARY 


This  report  describes  the  results  of  testing  the  portion  of  the  1 996  Form  3  for  collective  dwellings  that 
is  concerned  with  coverage  and  residential  status  to  see  if  respondents  understood  the  instructions 
(especially  skips  and  "stop  here").  We  wanted  to  know  whether  respondents  would  recognize  and 
follow  the  instructions  that  applied  to  them.  The  first  interview  session  was  held  at  Institut  Jeanne 
d'Arc,  a  residence  for  women  run  by  the  Catholic  church.  Respondents  had  serious  problems 
completing  the  form  correctly. 

We  tested  a  revised  form  at  a  Carleton  University  residence  that  was  easier  for  respondents  to  follow. 
However  there  were  a  few  problems  and  re-wording  of  some  questions  is  recommended.  This  further 
revision  should  be  tested.  There  should  also  be  more  French  testing  since  there  were  no  francophones 
interviewed  at  Carleton. 

Form  3  is  also  used  for  individuals  who  do  not  want  to  be  included  on  the  2B  form  for  the  household 
in  which  they  live,  eg.,  boarders,  nannies.  Respondents  of  this  type  were  not  included  in  our  tests 
since  they  are  difficult  to  locate. 

Results  of  the  interviews  at  Carleton  University: 


Respondents  do  not  read  more  than  they  have  to,  and  often  read  incorrectly. 

Once  an  impression  is  fixed  in  a  respondent's  mind,  it  is  difficult  to  dislodge  it  with 


"notes" 


International  students  were  able  to  follow  the  correct  path  through  the  questionnaire 

better  than  were  Canadian  students. 

There  is  too  much  text  on  the  first  page  and  too  many  decisions  have  to  be  made  by 

the  respondent. 

There  was  confusion  about  for  whom  the  form  is  meant.  Some  respondents  thought 

this  form  was  the  same  as  that  received  by  all  Canadians,  while  others  thought  the 

form  applied  to  students  in  residence  only.    This  led  to  a  poor  understanding  of  the 

rationale  for  some  coverage  questions  and  errors  in  completing  the  form. 

Question  1  (d)  was  misread  as  "Is  your  usual  home  in  Canada?". 

The  use  of  the  word  "home"  appears  to  be  a  hindrance  to  understanding  Question  1  (d) 

because  it  has  emotional  connotations  that  are  not  usually  associated  with  a  room  in 

a  residence. 


Recommendations  for  a  revised  questionnaire  (See  Appendix  3  for  the  exact  re-wording  of  each 
question): 

•  Introductory  note: 

-  Enhance  its  visibility  and  change  its  format  (across  the  full  width  of  the 
questionnaire)  so  that  it  does  not  look  like  another  question  with  no  space  for 
an  answer. 

-  Reword  so  that  respondents  will  understand,  for  example,  how  they  could 
have  been  included  on  another  form  or  why  they  might  be  required  to  "STOP 
HERE"  even  though  they  are  Canadian  citizens.

Question  1  (c)    -  The  choice  for  Canadians  should  come  first  so  that  the  most  common 
type  of  respondent  has  the  least  burden. 

-  Put  the  choices  in  bullet  form. 

-  Make  it  obvious  there  are  only  two  choices  by  using  a  parallel  structure  and 
giving  equal  emphasis  to  these  choices  (eg.,  both  upper  case,  bold). 

Question  1(d)  -  Change  the  emotionally  charged  word  "home"  to  "address"  or  "residence". 

-  Remove  "in  Canada"   in  the  main  question  so  that,  if  it  is  misread  by 
Canadians,  (see  results  above)  they  will  not  mistakenly  go  on  to  1  (e). 

-  Explain  why  it  is  necessary  to  "stop  here"  so  that  Canadians  will  understand 
that  they  will  be  counted  at  their  family's  residence. 

-  Incorporate  the  note  (examples)  into  the  question  because  the  note  was  not 
read. 

-  Keep  the  arrows.   They  work.

-  Since  the  1 996  Census  of  Canada  is  referred  to  simply  as  "the  census"  in  the 
introductory  note,  be  consistent. 

-  Stipulate  "in  Canada"  to  try  to  prevent  international  students  and  recent 
arrivals  from  entering  their  addresses  in  other  countries. 

-  The  examples  should  include  "resident".  Subject  matter  specialists  should 
check  the  order  of  the  examples. 

-  Indicate  that  the  list  is  not  exhaustive  by  using  "For  example"  and  adding  "..." 
at  the  end  of  the  list.  "..."  also  indicates  the  repeat  of  a  pattern,  releasing  us 
from  the  obligation  to  spell  out  "husband,  wife,  son,  daughter"  for  every 
example. 


Further  Testing  at  University  of  Ottawa 

After  this  report  was  completed,  further  testing  (French  and  English)  was  carried  out  at  the  University 
of  Ottawa.  The  results  and  recommendations  are  presented  in  Appendix  4.  The  questionnaires  used 
for  this  test  are  presented  in  Appendix  5.  The  revised  questionnaires  are  presented  in  Appendix  6. 
A  final  version  of  the  questionnaires  is  presented  in  Appendix  7. 


1.0  BACKGROUND 


Introduction 


This  initiative  is  part  of  a  bigger  project  of  cognitive  evaluation  of  the  1996  Census  of  Population 
questionnaires.  Form  3  is  directed  at  people  living  in  non-institutional  collective  dwellings  or  individuals  living 
in  private  households  who  prefer  to  complete  a  separate  questionnaire.  These  tests  aim  at  evaluating  whether 
the  modifications  to  the  coverage  questions  on  the  1991  Census  Form  3  were  appropriate  in  helping  the 
respondents  decide  WHETHER  they  should  be  enumerated  in  the  Canadian  Census  and  if  so,  WHERE.  This 
report  outlines  the  major  results,  recommendations  and  methodology  related  to  the  tests.  The  question  about 
residential  status  was  also  tested. 

Objectives 

-  To  assess  whether  the  coverage  question  to  determine  WHETHER  a  respondent  should  be  enumerated 
(question  1  -c)  is  completed  correctly,  especially  by  international  students; 

-  To  assess  whether  the  coverage  questions  to  determine  WHERE  they  should  be\could  have  been  enumerated 
(questions  1-d  to  1-g)  are  completed  correctly,  and  how  the  term  "usual  home"  is  interpreted,  and; 

-  To  assess  if  all  "Go  To"  and  "Stop  Here"  instructions  and  notes  are  noticed  and  followed  correctly. 

Methodology 

For  the  test,  respondents  living  in  two  test  sites  (Jeanne  D'Arc  and  Carleton  University  residence)  were  asked 
to  complete  the  first  two  pages  of  the  questionnaire  as  if  the  census  were  being  carried  out  on  the  interview 
date,  and  they  had  received  the  Form  3  while  living  in  the  collective  dwelling.  The  respondents  were  observed 
as  they  completed  the  questionnaire,  were  asked  questions  relating  to  any  misunderstandings  or  errors  they 
may  have  made,  and  then  were  asked  a  few  standard  questions  in  order  to  obtain  more  general  feedback  about 
the  questionnaire.  A  sum  of  twenty  dollars  was  offered  to  each  respondent  as  an  incentive  to  participate  in 
the  study. 

The  first  session  of  one-on-one  think  aloud  interviews  was  carried  out  with  respondents  from  Institut  Jeanne 
D'Arc  using  questionnaire  Version  1  (Nov.  29,  1 994  draft)  of  the  questionnaire.  Problems  were  identified  with 
some  of  the  coverage  questions  and  many  respondents  did  not  correctly  follow  the  skip  instructions.  The 
revisions  were  made  and  a  revised  form.  Version  2  (Dec.  9,  1 994  draft),  was  tested  at  the  residences  of 
Carleton  University  using  the  same  methodology. 
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2.0  RESULTS  AND  REVISIONS  FROM  INSTITUT  JEANNE  D'ARC:  QUESTIONNAIRE  VERSION  1 

This  section  presents  the  results  of  the  test  at  Institut  Jeanne  d'Arc  for  the  coverage  and 
status  questions.  The  results  of  this  first  test  were  used  to  develop  a  new  English  version  of 
the  questionnaire  (Version  2)  that  was  tested  at  Carleton  University.  You  will  find  a  copy  of 
the  Version  1  questionnaires  (both  English  and  French)  used  for  the  test  at  Jeanne  d'Arc  in 
Appendix  1 . 

Question  1(c):  (Version  1) 

This  question  aims  at  determining  whether  a  respondent  should  be  enumerated  in  the  Canadian 
Census.  The  skip  instructions  tell  the  respondent  to  continue  with  the  form  or  to  stop  here  as 
appropriate. 


Results 

The  question  is  not  clear  to  international  students.  Comments  from  respondents  suggested 
that  the  question  is  too  lengthy  and  that  it  is  hard  to  see  the  difference  between  all  the 
cases  mentioned.  International  respondents  read  the  first  line  of  the  question  and  thought 
that  it  applied  to  them,  checked  the  circle  and  stopped,  without  reading  the  note 
thoroughly. 

Revision 

-  The  second  paragraph  was  placed  first,  and  the  key  words  were  bolded. 

-  The  first  paragraph  followed;  the  points  were  rearranged  and  put  in  bullet  form. 

-  "All  other  persons,  continue  with  question  1(d).  "  was  placed  last.

Questions  1(d)  and  He):  (Version  1) 

Question  1  (d)  is  to  be  answered  by  those  persons  not  checking  the  "STOP  HERE"  circle  in  1  (c). 
Question  1(e)  is  to  be  answered  by  those  persons  who  have  a  usual  home  elsewhere  in 
Canada. 

Results 

Many  respondents  had  difficulty  with  these  questions.  The  concept  of  usual  home  is  not 
clear  and  not  always  well  understood.  Many  respondents  did  not  check  the  correct  box. 
International  respondents  had  problems  differentiating  between  the  concept  of  home  in 
Canada  and  home  in  another  country.  Many  francophone  respondents  did  not  follow  the 
correct  skip  instructions.  Notes  were  generally  not  read,  and  when  they  were  read  were 
not  always  helpful  to  respondents  in  selecting  the  correct  answer. 

Revision 

-  Questions  1  (d)  and  1  (e)  were  combined  into  one  question  and  reworded  to  "Is  this  your 
usual  home  in  Canada?" 

-  Through  the  use  of  arrows,  it  was  made  clear  that  the  examples  provided  in  the  note 
were  associated  with  the  third  choice,  "No  it  is  somewhere  else  in  Canada",  and  that  with 
this  choice  and  only  this  choice,  the  respondent  is  required  to  specify  a  complete  address.

There  was  no  real  problem  with  this  question. 


Revision 


Respondents  were  guided  to  the  address  section  using  arrows  similar  to  question  1(d),  for 
consistency.

Question  2:  (Version  1) 

This  question  is  answered  by  persons  who  continue  on  to  complete  the  questionnaire.  It  provides 
information  on  the  relationship  between  the  respondent  and  other  members  of  the  household  when  the 
form  is  completed  by  an  individual  not  wanting  to  be  included  on  the  household's  2B  form.  The 
question  is  less  relevant  for  respondents  in  collective  dwellings. 


Results 


This  question  was  not  well  understood  by  respondents.  The  examples  provided  were  not 
always  meaningful  and  most  respondents  thought  that  the  only  possible  choices  were  the  ones 
shown  and  that  they  had  to  select  one  of  them  even  if  they  were  not  perfectly  happy  with  their 
choice. 

Revisions 

-  The  word  "some"  was  added  before  "examples"  to  reinforce  the  idea  that  the  descriptions 
provided  in  the  list  are  not  the  respondents'  only  choices.

3.0  RESULTS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS  FROM  CARLETON  UNIVERSITY:  QUESTIONNAIRE  VERSION  2 

This  section  presents  the  results  of  the  test  at  Carleton  University  for  the  coverage  and  status 
questions  and  also  for  the  introductory  note  which  was  the  same  for  both  tests.  The  English 
questionnaire  used  in  this  test  was  the  result  of  modifications  proposed  after  a  previous  test  at  Institut 
Jeanne  D'Arc.  The  results  of  this  test  were  used  to  recommend  additional  modifications  to  the 
questionnaire.  You  will  find  a  copy  of  questionnaire  Version  2  in  Appendix  2. 

Introductory  Note:  (Versions  1  and  2) 

Results 

Respondents  commented  that  the  note  looks  like  just  another  question,  but  there  is  nowhere 
to  write  an  answer;  therefore,  they  skip  it.  Some  respondents  did  not  read  the  note  until  they 
had  problems  and  were  looking  for  help.  Unfortunately,  because  respondents  did  not  read  the 
note,  some  of  them  made  mistakes.  Some  respondents  did  not  understand  some  of  the  terms 
used  such  as  "census"  (at  Carleton)  or  "d6nombr<§"  (at  Jeanne  D'Arc). 

Recommendations 

-  Be  more  specific  about  the  purpose  of  the  form  so  that  respondents  will  be  less  likely  to  make 
choices  based  on  false  assumptions. 

-  Add  a  short  definition  of  "census". 

-  Put  the  note  across  the  full  width  of  the  page,  not  formatted  like  a  question,  so  that  its 
visibility  will  be  enhanced. 

Versions  1  and  2:

Question  1(c):  (Version  2) 

This  question  aims  at  determining  whether  a  respondent  should  be  enumerated  in  the  Canadian  Census.  The 
skip  instructions  tell  the  respondent  to  continue  with  the  form  or  to  stop  here  as  appropriate. 

Results 

With  this  new  version  of  question  1  (c),  international  students  had  no  trouble  understanding  that  they  must 
continue  with  1(d).  However,  this  version  proved  to  be  more  burdensome  for  Canadian  students.  For 
example,  one  Canadian  student  decided  to  stop,  though  most  realised  that  they  had  to  continue. 

Recommendations 

-  Make  the  choice  for  Canadians  come  first  so  that  the  most  common  type  of  respondent  has  the  least 

response  burden. 

-  Delete  the  "All  other  persons..."  statement  and  refer  to  Canadian  citizen  and  landed  immigrant. 

-  Put  the  first  paragraph  in  bullet  form. 

-  Make  it  obvious  there  are  only  two  choices  by  using  a  parallel  structure  and  giving  equal  emphasis  to 
these  choices  (eg.,  both  upper  case,  bold).

Question  1(d):  (Version  2) 

This  question  determines  who  should  continue  with  the  form  and  who  should  stop  because  they  should  be 
included  on  census  forms  elsewhere  in  Canada. 


Results 

International  students  misread  the  question  as,  "Is  your  usual  home  in  Canada?".  Since  the  answer  to  this 
question  is  always  "no"  for  them,  they  chose  the  middle  response  but  did  not  feel  comfortable  saying  that 
they  had  no  other  home  or  that  their  usual  home  is  a  room  in  residence.  However,  they  all  went  on 
correctly  to  question  1  (e).  Some  international  students  did  not  see  either  of  the  "in  Canada"  qualifiers  and 
filled  in  an  address  outside  Canada. 

Some  Canadian  students  ignored  the  STOP  HERE  instruction  because  the  following  questions  seemed  to 
apply  to  them.   Therefore,  they  interpreted  STOP  HERE  to  apply  only  to  question  1 . 

The  use  of  the  word  "home"  is  a  large  part  of  the  problem  since  it  has  emotional  connotations  that  cannot 
always  be  associated  with  a  room  in  a  residence.  The  arrows  worked  well  to  instruct  the  respondent  to 
fill  in  the  family  address. 

Recommendations 

-  Change  the  emotionally  charged  word  "home"  to  "address"  or  "residence". 

-  Explain  why  it  is  necessary  to  "STOP  HERE"  so  that  Canadians  will  understand  that  they  will  be  counted 
at  their  family's  residence. 

-  Keep  the  arrows.   They  work. 

-  Delete  the  note.  It  is  not  often  read.  Instead,  add  an  example  to  "No,  it  is  somewhere  else  in  Canada  . 

-  Remove  "in  Canada"  in  the  main  question  so  that,  if  it  is  misread  by  Canadians,  (see  results  above)  they 
will  not  mistakenly  go  on  to  1  (e).

Results 

There  was  little  problem  with  this  question.  However,  a  few  of  the  international  students  put  their  parents' 
address  outside  Canada  or  did  not  know  what  to  answer  because  of  confusion  about  how  someone  gets 
included  on  a  census  form  somewhere  else.  One  wondered  whether  to  enter  her  ma.l.ng  address.

Results 

International  students  thought  "status"  meant  legal  status.  However,  the  list  of  choices  included  such 
things  as  occupation,  marital  status,  and  residential  status.  They  thought  the  list  was  confusing  since  not 
all  the  examples  were  of  the  same  type  of  status  and  hone  of  them  were  examples  of  legal  status.  There 
was  confusion  about  the  meaning  of  the  word  "here".  It  could  have  meant  Canada  or  the  residence.  There 
was  evidence  that  adding  the  word  "some"  to  the  beginning  of  the  list  of  examples  helped  respondents 
to  understand  that  they  could  write  in  something  else. 

Recommendations 

-  The  examples  should  include  "resident". 

-  Indicate  that  the  list  is  not  exhaustive  by  replacing  "Some  examples"  by  "For  example"  and  by  adding 

"..."  at  the  end.  ' 

-  It  is  recommended  that  subject  matter  specialists  have  a  look  at  the  order  of  items  in  the  list.

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4.0  CONCLUSION 

These  two  tests  permitted  us  to  get  valuable  comments  and  first  impressions  from  the  respondents  about  the 
coverage  and  status  questions  on  Form  3.  The  results  of  the  first  test  at  Institut  Jeanne  d'Arc  were  useful  in 
revising  the  first  version  of  the  questionnaire.  It  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  both  these  tests  were  primarily 
conducted  with  resident  of  collective  dwellings  and  that  the  second  test  was  with  English  respondents  only. 

It  is  recommended  that  a  revised  version  of  the  questionnaire  be  produced  (see  Appendix  3),  incorporating  the 
recommendations  made,  and  be  tested  again  with  English-  and  French-speaking  respondents,  both  Canadian 
and  international.  For  this  test,  the  focus  should  be  on  French-speaking  respondents.  The  methodology  for  the 
test  should  be  similar,  but  consideration  should  also  be  given  to  testing  residents  living  in  other  types  of  non- 
institutional  collective  dwellings. 


5.0   ADDENDA 

Further  information  has  revealed  that  two  small  points  in  our  recommendations  could  not  be  implemented  even 
if  adopted  by  the  Questionnaire  Design  Team. 

1 .  Question  1  (c)    The  phrase  "on  a  student,  work  or  Minister's  permit"  should  be  changed  to  "holding  a.,.". 

This  legally  correct  language  should  be  used. 

2.  Question  2        We  recommended  that  the  examples  that  illustrate  this  question  (What  is  your  status...) 

be  preceded  by  the  phrase,  "For  example,"  and  followed  by  "...".   This  is  grammatically 
incorrect  because  it  is  redundant.  The  Version  2  wording  is  preferred.

APPENDIX  4:  RESULTS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS  FROM  UNIVERSITY  OF  OTTAWA 

(February  13,  1995) 

(Questionnaire  version  3  -  February  2,  1995  DRAFT) 

1 .  Description  of  the  respondents: 

A  total  of  12  students  living  in  residence  at  the  University  of  Ottawa  were  interviewed.  Here  is  the 
breakdown: 

English  Canadian  2 

French  Canadian  6* 

English  International  2   (one  permanent  resident  waiting  for  citizenship) 

French  International  2   (one  has  double  citizenship) 

Male  7 

Female  5 

'  One  interviewee  was  from  a  private  household  in  Gatineau. 

2.  Comments  from  the  respondents: 

Generally  most  of  the  respondents  found  the  form  simple  and  easy  to  complete.  This  is  not  to  say  that 
they  all  completed  it  correctly.  Some  respondents  commented  that  the  form  was  wordy  and  contained  a  lot 
of  information.  The  most  complicated  part  was  to  differentiate  the  concept  of  "usual  address"  of  question 
1d)  and  the  "other"  address  of  question  1e).  Respondents  reinforced  that  it  is  very  important  that  the  form 
be  appealing  (graphical  presentation,  bold,  underline,  large  font,  colour,  etc.)  because  they  would  typically 
take  only  a  few  minutes  to  complete  this  form. 

Introduction:  Only  half  of  the  respondents  read  the  introduction.  When  asked  why  they  had  skipped  it 
they  said  that  they  always  go  directly  to  the  first  answering  box  when  they  fill  in  a  form.  Others  said  that 
since  there  had  been  an  oral  presentation  done  by  the  interviewer  about  the  purpose  of  the  test,  they  felt 
that  they  were  ready  to  begin  directly  with  the  first  question.  Respondents  that  read  it  said  that  it  was 
clear  and  useful.  However  a  few  respondents  commented  that  the  sentences  were  too  long  and  that  they 
had  to  read  some  of  them  a  second  time  to  understand. 

Question  1c):  There  was  no  problem  with  this  question.  In  its  current  layout  it  is  clear  both  for  Canadian 
and  international  students.  However  a  few  respondents  suggested  that  there  should  be  a  circle  to  mark 
beside  every  item  so  that  you  would  have  to  "do  something".  Also  a  french-speaking  respondent 
suggested  the  following  wording  for  the  first  two  items:  "citoyen  canadien  de  naissance"  et  "citoyen 
canadien  par  nationalisation":  he  said  that  he  had  seen  this  wording  in  other  government  forms.  A  English- 
speaking  respondent  wondered  why  "permanent  resident"  was  not  part  of  the  list.  One  respondent  had  a 
hard  time  finding  the  item  that  applied  to  him  and  found  that  this  question  was  too  crowded. 

Recommendation: 

None  at  this  time.  The  wording  suggestions  could  be  considered  in  the  next  round  of  testing  in 

preparation  for  the  2001  Census. 

Questions  1d)  and  1e):  The  concept  of  "usual  address"  does  not  mean  the  same  thing  for  all         ^ 
respondents  and  is  a  judgement  call.  When  asked  what  "usual  address^meant  to  them,  some  respondents 
referred  to  "stability",  e.g.,  an  address  that  they  have  had  for  several  years  (their  parents'  address) -and  not 
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an  address  at  the  residence  that  changes  every  semester.  Others  referred  to  the  greater  number  of  months 
spent  at  a  given  address.  Others  referred  to  their  mailing  address,  e.g.,  the  address  that  they  would  g.ve  to 
their  bank  When  talking  about  their  different  addresses  respondents  used  the  following  terms:  "permanent 
address",  "mailing  address",  "local  address",  "seasonal  address"  and  "temporary  address". 

In  previous  versions  of  the  questionnaire  we  had  two  notes  as  part  of  question  1d)  to  help  the  respondents 
in  deciding  which  address  they  should  consider  their  "usual  address".  During  these  tests  we  had  the 
evidence  that  these  notes  were  not  read  and  many  respondents  had  the  same  kind  of  problems. 

In  this  test,  half  of  the  respondents  considered  their  "usual  address"  to  be  the  university  residence 
(answered  "yes")  since  they  live  there  for  8  months  a  year.  Three  Canadian  respondents  printed  the 
residence  address  in  1d)  and  gave  their  parents'  address  in  1e).  Two  international  students  answered    yes 
to  Id),  printed  the  address  and  answered  "no"  to  1e).  One  Canadian  student  answered    yes    to  1d)  and 
did  not  print  any  address  in  1d)  nor  in  1e). 

The  other  6  respondents  considered  their  "usual  address"  to  be  their  parents'  address  (answered  "no")  and 
printed  the  address  in  1d).  However,  5  of  the  above  did  not  see  the  "stop  here"  instructs  and  continued 
with  1e)-  and  3  put  the  same  address  in  1e).  When  respondents  were  asked  why  they  did  not  stop  they 
replied  that  they  had  simply  not  seen  the  directive  and  that  it  was  a  visibility  problem   Other  respondents 
said  that  they  had  seen  the  directive  and  the  following  explantory  note  but  did  not  understand  it.   They  did 
not  know  what  the  "household  questionnaire"  was  because  they  had  not  read  the  introduction.  Finally, 
many  respondents  said  that  they  decided  to  continue  with  the  other  questions  because  they  wanted  to 
make  sure  that  they  would  be  included  in  the  census. 

Every  respondent  but  one  made  at  least  one  mistake  when  completing  the  form.  The  inconsistency  created 
by  answering  "yes"  to  1d)  and  printing  the  university  address  in  1d)  is  not  very  serious.  The  inconsistency 
created  by  continuing  with  the  other  questions  instead  of  stopping  at  Id)  will  have  to  be  resolved.  The  fact 
that  some  respondents  put  the  same  address  in  1d)  and  1e)  will  also  have  to  be  dealt  with. 

As  far  as  coverage  is  concerned  only  one  case  was  a  problem:  the  one  Canadian  student  mentioned  above 
that  did  not  give  his  parents'  address.  When  this  respondent  was  asked  to  have  a  second  look  at  the  form 
he  realised  that  he  should  have  given  his  parents'  address.  For  all  other  cases  we  have  a  tracing  address 
when  applicable.  This  address  will  either  appear  in  Id)  or  in  1e)  depending  on  which  address  the 
respondent  considers  to  be  his  "usual  address". 

Finally  we  noticed  that  some  respondents  went  from  Id)  directly  to  2  instead  of  1e>  probably  because  of 
the  big  arrow  pointing  to  the  right.  They  eventually  came  back  to  1e)  but  that  change  in  the  flow  created 
some  distraction. 

Since  this  test  was  the  last  test  of  the  Form  3  and  the  overall  results  were  good,  it  is  not  recommended  to 
make  major  changes  to  questions  1d)  and  1e).  See  the  recommendations  below: 

Recommendations  for  question  1d): 

Replace  the  big  arrow  pointing  to  the  right  by  a  big  bracket  to  prevent  respondents  from  going  from 
question  1d)  directly  to  question  2. 

Add  "below"  at  the  end  of  the  instruction  beside  the  bracket  to  emphasize  the  downward  flow  of  the 
questionnaire. 

To  prevent  respondents  from  marking  the  "yes"  circle  AND  providing  an  address,  put  more  lines 
between  the  first  "no"  and  the  second  "no"  to  better  differentiate  the  top  part  from  the  bottom  part  of 
the  question. 

Bring  the  "stop  here"  instruction  closer  to  the  postal  code  and  make  it  bigger  to  make  sure  that

respondents  realize  that  it  is  linked  to  the  second  "no". 

Question  2:  This  question  seemed  to  be  clear  for  most  respondents.  A  few  students  commented  that 
they  were  not  sure  which  address  we  were  talking  about  especially  after  having  answered  1e).  All  of  them 
but  two  printed  one  of  the  choices  proposed.  The  other  two  answered  "student".  One  French-speaking 
respondent  suggested  to  add  "presentement"  as  part  of  the  question.  This  would  have  helped  her  to  refer  " 
to  the  university  residence.  Two  respondents  suggested  putting  each  option  on  a  separate  line  with  a  circle 
to  mark  beside  it  (exactly  like  the  1991  census  form). 

Recommendation:    None 

3.  Recommendations  for  the  2001  Census 

Wording  of  question  1c)  should  be  tested  concerning  landed  immigrants  and  permanent  residents. 

Wording  of  question  1d)  should  be  tested  to  compare  "usual",  "permanent"  and  "mailing"  address  (see 
comments  above). 

Test  a  different  layout;  especially  for  questions  1d)  and  1e)  on  the  second  page  that  could  be  put  side 
by  side  at  the  top  of  the  page.
